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T. Wood Returns 
Rent-Rise Request 
For More Evidence 

Lack ^of sufficient detail in the 
comparable rent study which ac¬ 
companied PHA’s application for a 
rent increase at Greenbelt has caus¬ 
ed delay in the decision on the ap¬ 
plication it was diclosed last Fri¬ 
day by Federal Housing Expediter 
Tighe Wood. 

In the second half of a double- 
header conference initiated by 
Greenbelt Mutual Home Owner¬ 
ship Corporation and held in the 
Expediter’s office, Wood added 
that he had returned the study to 
Baltimore with instructions to “en¬ 
large the geographical scope.” 

Until After Election 

Two weeks or more, he said, will 
be required to complete the study. 
If a increase then seems justfied, 
he said, he will direct that a hear¬ 
ing be held for the presentation of 
Greenbelt residents’ point of view. 

Wood added that comparability, 
to the exclusion of all other factors, 
as stipulated in the Rent Control 
Act of 1948, will determine the de¬ 
cision. 

Col. Lawrence Westbrook, presi¬ 
dent of the Trans-'Anierican Devel¬ 
opment Corporation, who repre¬ 
sented GMHOC at the conference, 
expressed the belief that the revised 
study will be “thorough and factu¬ 
al.” 

Also representing GMHOC at 
the conference were Thursmon Hill 
and Arthur Swanick, members of 
Bower and Hill law firm retained 
by Trans-American. 

Will Be Sold Next Year 

Greenbelt will be sold “some¬ 
time before the end of the next 
calendar year,” according to Pub¬ 
lic Housing Administration officials 
present at the morning conference, 
devoted primarily to disposal plans 
for Greenbelt. 

According to B. T. Fitzpatrick, 
Assistant Administrator and Gener¬ 
al Counsel of Housing and Home 
Finance Agency, and J. H. Oren- 
dorff, acting Assistant Administra¬ 
tor in charge of Lanham Act 
Housing, present plans call for the 
sale of the other two “Green” 
towns (Greendale, Wisconsin and 
Greenhill, Ohio) before Greenbelt 
is sold. 

Could Be Changed 

It was argued, liowever, that 
plans might be changed by a new 
national administration. 

Denied was the accusation that 
PHA was attempting to attract 
speculative buyers. No answer was 
given, however, to questions con¬ 
cerning PHA’s refusal to extend 
information and assistance to 
Greenbelt citizens, beyond the 
statement that “old” Greenbelt was 
not included in the Public Order 
No. 1, which made such assistance 
mandatory. 

It was argued by the PHA rep¬ 
resentative that Greenbelt residents 
should at least be informed of the 
present status of disposal plans, and 
an “official statement” would be is¬ 
sued on Monday, October 24.

Land To Be Available By January 
PHA Tells Interfaith Committee 

The Public Housing Administration will advertise for sale tc 
the highest bidder, for semi-public use, the area which the Green¬ 
belt Town Council has designated for church sites. They will pro¬ 
ceed at once to have the land surveyed and appraised, and expect 
to be able to offer the land for sale on a competitive bid before! 
January 1, 1949. 

Decision Reached Yesterday 
This decision was reached at a 
meeting which was called for yes¬ 
terday morning by John Taylor 
Egan, Commissioner, and Raymond 
M. Foley, Administrator of the 
Housing and Home Finance Agen¬ 
cy of the Public Housing Adminis¬ 
tration, to discuss with Greenbelt 
church leaders the possible courses 
of action to enable the churches to^ 
obtain building sites. 

At the close of the meeting, Com¬ 
missioner Egan stated, “I am deep¬ 
ly gratified to have this understand¬ 
ing with the Greenbelt church 
groups, and to have had this op¬ 
portunity to explain to them that 
the obstacles which had prevented' 
action on the sites had been im¬ 
posed on PHA by law.” Both he 
and Administrator Foley were 
pleased that the plan of action ar¬ 
rived at is satisfactory to all con¬ 
cerned. 

Started Last January 
Yesterday’^ meeting was the re¬ 
sult of efforts made by the Rev. 
Eric T. Braund, pastor of the Com¬ 
munity Church, to purchase land on 
which to build a church. Last Jan¬ 
uary representatives of the Com¬ 
munity Church building committee 
and Board of Trustees were told by 
PHA offiHals' fhey would be given 
a price on a proposed building site 
some time in February. In re¬ 
sponse to the Rev. Braund’s letter 
early in March, asking that the 
transaction be completed “with all 
possible speed,” he received a let¬ 
ter from Joseph C. Gray, PHA area 
director, which stated: “Appraisals 
have been secured for the various 
church sites. Arrangements are 
now being made for a meeting to 
establish sales prices for church 
purposes. We shall communicate 
with you just as soon as we are 
able to negotiate further with you 
in this matter.” 

Based on those assurances, plans 
for the Community Church build¬ 
ing were completed and a fund¬ 
raising campaign started. 

Law Forbids Sale 
Early this month PHA notified 
Mr. Braund, who is chairman of an 
Interfaith Committee working to 
get land for permanent church sites 
in Greenbelt, that outright sale is 
not permitted under the 1946 law. 
They stated that the only way the 
•land could be purchased is by auc¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Braund announced he would 
resign as pastor of his church on 
May 1, unless the Government 
made it possible for the sites to be 
acquired. 

The Greenbelt Town Council last 
week rezoned for church purposes 
the land which the religous' groups 
hope to acquire. 

Points Agreed Upon 
When asked to make a comment 
on yesterday’s meeting. Rev. 
Braund stated that the Interfaith 
Committee had been concerned 
with the following two points: 1. 
To have the land offered for sale 
on a -restricted basis—for semi¬ 
public use only; and 2. a definite 
commitment as to the actual date 
when the competitive bids would 
be made. These two points were 
agreed upon at the meeting. He 
said, “We now feel we have a defi¬ 
nite timetable and that PHA is act¬ 
ing in good faith.” 

He further stated, “I am glad that 
Mr. Cormack called the religious 
groups together in June of 1947 
and urged them to make written re¬ 
quests for the church site of their 
choice. This enabled the Interfaith

Center School PTA 
Hears About Problems 
Of School Authorities 

County School Superintendent G. 
Gardner Shugart was the principal 
speaker at the Center School PTA 
meeting held at the auditorium last 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Shugart stated that the most 
important problem existing today 
in our educational system is the 
shortage of schools. Over a thou¬ 
sand children are attending in part- 
time sessions, even up to the fourth 
grade, although $5,500,000 has al¬ 
ready been spent in building and 
$10,000,000 more is expected to be 
spent. What Maryland has to deal 
with, he emphasized, is a phenome¬ 
nal growth of school population, a 
conditon which does not seem to 
promise relief in the near future, 
and which requires the cooperation 
of all state citizens in the mam¬ 
moth building program which 
must ,be executed. 

Maintains High Standards 

Despite the long time scarcity of 
teachers and the consequent emer¬ 
gency situation which compelled 
the hirng gf teachers who are not 
acquainted with modern education¬ 
al standards, the State of Maryland 
maintains high teacher-training 
standards, including thorough in¬ 
surance-type medical examinations. 
Each grade and position requires 
a specific certificate from the State. 

Maryland teachers are among the 
best paid in the country, according 
to Mr. Shugart, and Prince Georges 
County pays even higher than else 
where in the State. Teachers are 
paid according to their qualifica¬ 
tions, based on education and ex¬ 
perience, beginning with a mini¬ 
mum of $2400 for a teacher with a 
B. A. degree and a certain amount 
of experience, and increasing 
through yearly increments of $100, 
up to $4,000. Comparable State 
salaries are lower by $200. Prin¬ 
cipals receive, in additon to the 
regular teacher’s, salary, according 
to experience and education, spe¬ 
cific increments based on the num¬ 
ber of assistants, with an all over 
maximum of $6,000. 

At the meeting which followed a 
brief question period, Mrs. Frank 
Lastner was appointed delegate 
without instruction to the Green¬ 
belt Rent Protest Committee. 

The PTA budget, prepared under 
the supervision of Ben Posner,, was 
discussed and a motion considered 
that the PTA undertake to con¬ 
tribute its proposed surplus of $340 
plus to school telephone bill to un¬ 
derwrite the expected school deficit 
of $651.
